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MORE EFFICIENCY NEEDED IN ARMY 


Public opinion in the United States, free from the 

.» confusing intricacies of European policies which tend to 

obscure clear vision in the other allied nations, fully en- 
dorses the president’s insistence that a central war board 
shall co-ordinate the opposition to the central empires. 
But it also is becoming clear that such co-ordination 
in the United States is necéssary if we are to do what we 
must do-if the war is to be won. 

- The United States senate is just now conducting an 
investigation as to conditions now existing. Many of 
the senators have been at the war training camps and? 
found many of the soldiers without adequate clothing, 
without guns, without cannon. They found many of the 

“men without overcoats and thousands of men drilling 

with broomsticks instead of rifles. 

_ The first day's investigation brought out the tact 
that the’nation’s unpreparedness is chiefly chargeable to 
the dilatoriness of Secretary of War Baker. With practi- 
cal certainty of war confronting it, the secretary took no 
steps to prepare the nation for the struggle in which we 
are now engaged. 

_ We may speak enthusiastically of the manner in which 
America has taken hold of her ee Undoubtedly the en- 
thusiasm is justified. But we are still much in the situa-
